WHEREAS, the President is thereby authorized and 
requested to issue a proclamation calling upon the people of 
the United States to observe such a day with appropriate 
ceremonies and activities, and to urge the departments and 
agencies of the United States and interested organizations, 
groups and individuals to fly the American flag at half-staff 
on July 27 of each year until the year 2003 in honor of the 
Americans who died as a result of their service in Korea; and 


WHEREAS, the Common Council of the City of Fort Wayne, 
Indiana wishes to honor its Korean War veterans and their 
families. 


NOW, THEREFORE, BE IT RESOLVED BY THE COMMON COUNCIL OF 
THE CITY OF FORT WAYNE, INDIANA THAT JULY 27 OF EACH YEAR 
UNTIL THE YEAR 2003 IS HEREBY DESIGNATED AS "KOREAN WAR 
VETERAN DAY."
